BOARD AND COMMISSION ACTION: Recommended by the Water and Wastewater Commission

The Adams Extract Tract is a proposed retail/commercial use development located on approximately 119
acres of land located along J..H. 35 South and F.M. 1626 (the "Property"), currently outside the corporate
limits of Austin. Walters Southwest Development, (the "Developer") has submitted Service Extension
Request Number 2315, requesting the extension of City wastewater utility service to the Property., which
is within the Desired Development Zone and Slaughter and Onion Creek Watersheds.

Under the proposed cost reimbursement agreement, the Developer would construct approximately 2,300
feet of 15-inch gravity wastewater main from the existing 18-inch gravity wastewater main in Old San
Antonio Road, south along Old San Antonio Road to the Property.

The total cost participation under this agreement will be for the City requested oversized portion of the
proposed wastewater improvements. The City has requested that the Developer, and the Developer
agreed to construct wastewater facilities of sufficient capacity to meet the needs of the Property and the
surrounding area and to finance the construction of the wastewater facilities. The oversized participation
amount is computed by multiplying $3.50 by each inch in diameter that the wastewater main is oversized
(12-inch gravity wastewater main to a 15-inch main), by the actual length of the wastewater main
constructed within public right-of-way or easements in an amount not to exceed $24,150.00. The City
will reimburse the Developer for a total not to exceed $24,150.00 in one (1) payment 90-days after final
acceptance or October 1, 2005, whichever is later. The Developer will bear all "soft" costs for
engineering, design, project management, financing, accounting, easement acquisition and legal services
associated with this construction.
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The Developer is requesting a waiver of the City Code requirements in Section 25-9-67, relating to cost
reimbursement payments to permit the modified payment schedule of the wastewater improvements
described above. Normally under Section 25-9-67, cost reimbursement payments are to be made in one
(1) payment on March 1 of the second year following the year in which the wastewater improvements are
accepted.

The Developer wilJ conform to the City of Austin design criteria and construction standards in all
respects., solicit and publish invitations for bids, evaluate and award for construction of the improvements
in accordance with standard City of Austin bidding practices, procedures and Chapter 252 of the Texas
Local Government Code in which bids and solicitation based on plans and specifications prepared and
approved, including the City MBEAVBE Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE WAIVING THE REQUIREMENTS OF SECTION 25-9-67 OF
THE CITY CODE FOR COST REIMBURSEMENT PAYMENTS TO WALTERS
SOUTHWEST DEVELOPMENT RELATED TO CONSTRUCTION COSTS FOR
A 15-INCH GRAVITY WASTEWATER MAIN AND APPURTENANCES TO
SERVE THE ADAMS EXTRACT TRACT AND SURROUNDING AREAS.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. This ordinance applies to cost reimbursement payments to be made to Walters
Southwest Development in an amount not to exceed $24.150 for the actual hard
construction costs of a 15-inch gravity wastewater main and appurtenances to serve
approximately 119 acres (commonly known as the Adams Extract Tract) located along
IH-35 South near FIVI1626 and surrounding areas.

PART 2. The Council waives the requirements of Section 25-9-67 of the City Code,
relating to the schedule for cost reimbursement payments.
